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Policy Change - Sterilization No Longer Disqualifies a Person
from Enrolling in the RH Access Fund!!

We have always allowed clients to maintain RH Access Fund (RHAF) coverage for 6
months after a sterilization procedure. This new policy simply removes the time limit.
We changed this requirement primarily because although very effective, these
sterilization methods are not 100% effective and we consider these clients to still have
reproductive capacity. We also know that people of color, people experiencing
poverty, and people with disabilities have disproportionally experienced forced or
coerced sterilization, both now and in the past and therefore this change aligns with
our goal to reduce health disparities.

We are working on revising and translating the enrollment form to reflect this change.
In the meantime, we have updated the RHAF Eligibility Database to allow clients who
have been sterilized to enroll. The table below summarizes this, and the change is
highlighted in green:

Seeding Justice recently released the Reproductive Health Equity Fund’s (RHEF)
second of two funding cycles for Systems Change grants. Systems Change grants
provide funds to address systemic changes needed to create a more equitable
reproductive healthcare infrastructure in Oregon over the long term. These grants
prioritize programs that focus on the unmet needs of communities most impacted by
reproductive health care inequities. These grants have a minimum funding amount of
$100,000 and a maximum amount of $1,000,000.

Applications are due by October 2, 2023.
